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Claims 29-33, 40-43 and 53-57, for reasons of record, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 29, 31-33 and 40-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Roesky et aL (article "Phosphor- und Schwefelhydrazin-Verbindungen"), or Dhingra et al. 
("Chemistry of Imidobis(sulphuryl fluoride): Part II..."), for reasons of record. 

Claims 29-33 and 40-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Michot et aL (US 5,916,475), for reasons of record. 

Claims 29-33 and 40-42 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-44 of U.S. Patent No. 5,916,475. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because of reasons of record. 

Claims 53-57, for reasons of record, would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 6, 26-28, 34-39, 44-52 and 58-61 are allowed. Claim 6 is allowed for reasons of 
record. Claims 26-28 and 61 are allowed because they incorporate allowable subject matter from 
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original claim 27. Claims 34-39 were previously indicated as having allowable subject matter, 
and have been amended to remove informalities under §112 and the dependency from rejected 
claims. Claims 44-52 and 60 now incorporate allowable subject matter from original claim 45, 
from which this group now depends. Claim 58 was previously indicated as having allowable 
subject matter. Claim 59 depends from claim 58 and is likewise allowable. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/17/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants state that claims 29-33, 40-43 and 53-57 are now withdrawn. Since there has 
not been any restriction requirement, there is no basis for withdrawing these claims from 
consideration. Since no amendments have been made to these claims, nor argument made on 
their behalf, the previous rejections are maintained.
